In regards to Applicant's arguments that Nielsen does not teach means for selecting at least one of time, date, and location conditions 
under which the message may be opened by a device of a recipient...'. Examiner disagrees. Nielsen clearly discloses '...means for 
selecting at least one of time, date, and location conditions under which the message may be opened by a recipient...' as noted in the 
Final Action filed on 9-7-2005. Wherein, Nielsen discloses the sender specifies a date and time (which is located in a header or time 
field; Fig. 4, 73) under which the message may be opened and if the message is not opened by this time Nielsen receives a message 
indicating a warning (col. 2, lines 4-15; col. 3, lines 8-19; col. 5, lines 44-46). Nielsen clearly discloses the limitation '...means for 
selecting (via an interface; Fig. 2, 25) at least one of time, date, and location conditions under which the message may be opened by a 
recipient...'. 

Applicant argues that Shanahan fails to teach '...means for selecting at least one of time, date, and location conditions under which the 
message may be opened by a device of a recipient...'. Examiner disagrees. Shanahan clearly discloses a means for selecting (via a 
menu on a user/caller's device) at least one of time, date, and location conditions (e.g. when a call is placed or a period of time before 
the call is placed) under which the message (e.g. audio or video) may be opened by a device of a recipient (e.g. device receiving the 
incoming call fora called party) (section 0044, lines 1-23). 

Applicant argues that Nielsen, Shanahan, and Jennings do not teach '...a message header holds the at least one of time, date, and 
location conditions..'. Examiner disagrees. Nielsen clearly discloses a message header (Fig. 4, 73) that holds the at least one of time, 
date, and location conditions under which the message may be opened (col. 5, lines 44-46).
